RENO, Nev., Dec. 29 (/P)— A rumbling earthquake struck 
heavily throughout wcatern Nevada today, breaking power 
and transcontinental telephone lineg. The nearby town of 
Verdi was shaken into a welter of broken glaas, chimney 
bricks and fallen plaster. 

Despite the widespread ditmagc to Verdi, snvill mountain 
community 10 miles east of Reno, no one was injured. 

The Mrth shocks rattled dishes and windows in Reno and 
across the Sierras into northern California. They were felt 
as far west as San Francisco and southward into the San 
Joaquin valley to Fresno and

U. N. Orders 
Israel to Quit 
Negev Region 

PARIS, Dec. 20 m— Tho United 
Nations ordered Israeli troopa to- 
day to retire from tho Negev desert 
of southern Palestine. Tho security 
council also ordered both Israel 
end Eeypt to end hostilities there. 

The council adopted a British- 
sponsored resolution by eight vote! 
with three abstentions. No negative 
ballot was cost. 

U. S. Abstains 
Tho United SUtcs abstained 
all sections of tlie resolution at 
put to vole by paragraphs. Rus- 
and Uio Soviet Ukraine ab- 
stained from oil sections except the 
preamble and the order to cease fire 
During the debate on the resolu- 
tion. BritUh Delegate Harold Becley 
sold he had Just, received a cable 
from the British embassy In Cairo 
reporting that Jewish forces had 
penetrated Egyptian territory and 
ottocked an Eg>-ptlan town Just In- 
side the border.

This la the dull (or hot stove) neaHon for 
our two great national games, baseball and 
politics. Spring training has not begun and 
congress is not yet in session. But there Is a 
litUo activity. Ball players arc negotiating 
new contracts with their bosses, and there Is 
talk that government pay may bo raised. 8o 
this might be a good time for a quick look 
at the salaries In both profcs.'ilons. 

There Isn't much basis lor comparison, to 
t^v sure. Monetarily speaking, almost anybody 
would rather bo Bob Feller than be President, 
because Bob makes more money. (At least he 
did last year.) Happy Chandler would rather 
bo high commissioner or ba.^eball than be 
senator, and who can blame him? He made 
$15,000 a year In Wa.ihlngton as against 550,- 
000 In his present Job. 

Manager Billy Southworth of the Boston 
Braves remarked recently that he had a play- 
er who drew S13,500 lost year Just lor slttlnu 
oiit the season on the bench. That Is only 
$1,500 less thon Oeorgo Marshall got paid for 
playing a full, hard season as secretary of 
state. Mr, Southworth also had a teen-age 
■ pitcher on his roster who reportedly was paid 
?70,000 (or S5,000 less than Mr. Truman's 
yearly salary) lor agreeing to labor for the 
Braves at some future date when he Joins 
the one - out-ol-seven-who-ahave-every-day 
league. 

We have no particular quarrel with these 
handsome rewards lor skillful throwing, 
catching and hitting of baseballs. It may 
seem ridiculous to read that the president 
of a last-place team has seriously hung a 
$300,000 price tag on an aging second base- 
man. But If the prosperous fans turn out In 
such numbers that some clubs have that kind 
of money to spend, the baseball people can 
be forgiven for,asklng Inflated prices. 

We do think, however, that the fans can 
also afford to pay their government a little 
more. Chief Justice Vinson, a pretty fair ball 
player In his day, may have slowed up. May- 
be ho can't hit or make the long throw any 
more. But doesn'J he deserve more In his 
present Job thaa'what a middling good pit- 
cher can mak«(^tDr: Winning 15 games with a 
flrat-dlviaion club?Trhe same bocs lor cabl' 
net members snd;^xjuds of government de' 
partments. 

The arguments Ibr .tiicre'asing government 
salaries are scarcely llattSrlng to the present 
Incumbents of top JoBJIt Is said that the 
present pay scale can't attract top-notch 
talent to government service. The Inference 
Is obvious. Yet the basic argument, we be- 
lieve, is correct. 

Generally speaking, cabinets should not bo 
made up only of rich men who can afford to 
be public servants, or professional politicians, 
or government career men for whom a $15,- 
000 Job Is the ultimate goal. But that Is how 
It has been. Many able men, conscious of 
their duties as citizens, have not felt able to 
make tha financial sacrifice of taking a top 
government Job. Others have had to quit gov- 
ernment for private business In order to 
make a more adequate living. 

What of Mr. Truman himself? He Is a pro- 
fessional politician with no private fortune. 
And someone has figured out thot. after ex- 
penses, his customary 16-hour day in the 
world's biggest Job net him about J1.25 an 
hourl 

Perhaps congress, which fixes government 
salarlct, could take a tip from the baseball 
executives. 




McCALL IN A HAD WAY 
Mayor Glen Howell of McCall has branded 
attempts to repeal the Idaho slot machine 
licensing law as "a vicious blow nt small 
towns and villages In the state." 

JCn support of his concern over the possible 
loss of revenue from slot machine licenses, 
the McColl mayor argues that "we are now 
taxing our citizens so closely to the limit al- 
lowed by law that what else we could get 
from that source would be tiny." 

Or In other words, he would have the people 
of Idaho believe that It would be curtains for 
the city of McCall If slot machines are ruled 
out. 

Maybe the businessmen of McCall have had 
ft different experience with .slot machines, 
from that of merchants In other communi- 
ties— Twin Falls, for Instance. In most places, 
they have lost more bu-slness by far bccau.":e 
of the hundreds of thou.sand.'s of dollars 
which have been frittered away In slot ma- 
chines, than they could ever expect to lo.sc In 
the way of Increased taxes necessary to 
underwrite the cost of city government. 

And those who have lost their money play- 
ing slot machines are far worse off than If 
they had been called upon to pay- a small 
portion of that combined los.-; In extra taxes. 

Who profits from the operation of .■^lot ma- 
chines but the operators themselves? And 
what does It gain any city to pay Its way with 
revenues from sources, which are fundamen- 
tally destructive? 

II the city of McCaU hasn't any other way 
'to 'work out Its financial problems. It must 
be In a bad way. 

"It'B hardly to be expected." aays Mayor 
Howell, "that we shall get a sensible reply to 
this other than some loose chatter about 
sales taxes." 

If he orOy knew It, even "loose chatter; 
about sales taxes" might make a lot more 
«ense thanjtlils slot machine business,

Tobln wanta to bring under hl» wing arc the U.B. 
employment scrrlce board, the federal mediation 
and conciliation service, the bureau of Immlgnillon 
and naturalization,' and the bureau of mlnej Inao- 
fftr aa ita ncUvltlca relnlea to workcr.i' Bafety. 

Most of these unlt4 arc now independent or herded 
under other agenclca auch as federal lecurlly and 
Interior.

He otlU figures that urban 
factory workers were responsible for his victory. 

However, tlicre will be stiff resistance on CopUoI 
hill to trnnsformlng tills department Into a labor 
onnox, nil Toblv plana.
